On Iho 
othorhund, the farm poultry is kept in 
splto of tlio bitterest protest of the 
fariiiur, who "IJ|IOUK" itml otherwise 
lianisscn them in various ways to the 
indignation of tliu farm 
wife, npiln 


whom the bunion always falls. Inn not 
always tho prolll. Wlion tlio Hock of 
well selected fowls—it matters not what 
kind or brood—is comfortably 
and 


cleanly housed In its own separate pre- 
cincts, is wull fed and reasonably wull 
oared for, the llesh and eggs oust Ivss 
than any other domestic product. 1'iyo 
cents per pound for tho one, and six 
cents a donen or four cunts a pound for 
the other (CJ-K.S are thus the cheapest 
of all kinds of foods,) will lie the aver- 
age cost when uraiu is purchased or 
charged at market prices. Thnso foods 
are really delicacies, and if farmers' 
wives would only study tho hundred 
ways of preparing the liesh and tho 
score of ways of using oggs which aro 
at tho call of tho export cook, there 
•would bo no danger of satiation of tlio 
appetite. Pork is very good In its way, 
but broiled chickens and roast or stew- 
ed fowls aro butter, and no other per- 
son in the world than farmers may en- 
joy them so \\cll as ho, if hu will. 


Tho frequent diseases of poultry aro 


all duo to mismanagement. Now starv- 
ed and then crammed with food; hou 
od in noisome, damp, filthy sheds, i 
not housed at all, confined in coops ft 
a month in the same spot, swarmin 
with lieo, deprived of wator or drink 
ing the drainage of tho nmnuro pile 
fed with insufllclently nutritious fooi 
and when, consequently, troubled wit 
tho various ailments known as ehieku 
cholera, dosed with alum, coppora 
camphor, castor oil, oak-hark tea, sn 
pluir, cayenne popper, patent pills,pai 
killer,condition powders, soot,, aslios 
soft soap, and other "physio," they li 
down in despair and die, they aro talk 
cd of bpprohiously and the farmer kiek 
tlio survivors around tho barnyard o 
wrings their necks when they are sool 
ing ncsls on tho haymow or in tho nun 
Bors, Alas, how many good gifts c 
nature are spurned by the impatiei 
farmer, and tho prolific useful hoi 
which pays more profit on its cost an 
keep than any other property, is th 
worst abused of all. A good hen wo 
kept will maku an income of at least j 
and possibly $5 per annum, and this 
often more than a farmer makes fro, 
an investment, of $1000 in shares In si 
vor and gold mines.—[N. Y. Woold 
Times.

Distributing Manure Evenly. 


On most long-tilled farms tho yourl 


orop is lariruly dependent, nn the ycarl; 
application of nianuri'. 
It is therefor' 


important, that tho manure bo evonl} 
distiibiitod: if not, tho crop will bu no 
bnlydeficiunt, but iincrenness of ripen 
ing, if of grain, will n-.ako what there is 
of it harder to harvest. This is espec- 
ially trne of commercial manures 
whfch, owing to the small amounts 
used per acre, cannot be c:isi!y distrili 
uted uniformly so as to cover tho entire 
surface oven with the drill. 
On smal 


fields with short bouts it is general!) 
better done, for at each turn tho drillot 
puts in a frcfih supply aud sees that tho 
tubes aro working all right. 
If the 


bouts aro long the farmer puts in 
larger quantity, which is more apt to 
clog the tubes nud cause them to dis- 
tribute unevenly. The result is seen ii 
a streaked appearance of the field aftoi 
the grain is up, and this continues unti" 
harvest. .More than half the value ol 
commercial fertilizers is lost by imper- 
fect distribution through the drill. 
Sown broadcast they are still more un- 
evenly distributed, and hnvo the fur 
thcr disadvantage of not being in con- 
tact with the seed. It is this last cir- 
cumstance that makes the drilling of 
commercial manures so widely popular. 
If the work is well done it'irives the 
grain a quick, even start, and ^oon puts 
it into position to make its own \vay to 
a successful crop.

This is tho more 
unfortunate because it is the best bred 
sows that will do this, and which, if 
kopt breeding, would bring tin1 best 
pigs.

Kitchen Knowledge. 


ToKi:i:i'OiiiKit SWKKT.—C'idor, it is 


said, can uo koptswootby tho following 
method. To one quart of new milk add 
half a pint of ground black mustard 
seed and six ogffs; boat together well 
and pour into a barrel of cider—it will 
ko«p sweet a year or more. 


TOMATO CATSUP.—Take a half 
a 


bushel of tomatoes, wash them and cut 
thorn into piocos; put them into a pre- 
serving kettle with one quart of water 
and boil until soft; then pass through 
a sieve and add a half pint of vinegar, 
ono tumblerful of salt, four rod pop- 
pers, ono ounce of whole cloves, one 
onuco of whole black pepper and two 
O incos of whole allspice. 
The spices 


should bo put in muslin bags securely 
tied. Put tho whole on tlio llro and 
reduce ono half. When cold, bottle the 
catsup and covor the corks with molted 
beeswax. Tho bags of spice of course, 
must bo removed before bottling. 


MUSTAKD PICKI.K.—Half a pock of 


small cucumbers, half a peek of green 
string beans, ono quart of green pep- 
pers, two quarts of 'onions. 
Cut all 


into small pieces; put cucumbers and 
beans in a strong brino for twenty-four 
hours; remove from the brine aud i>onr 
on 
two pounds of ground mustard 


mixed with ono pint oi swoot oil and 
three quarts of vinegar. 


PICKI.KD ONIONS.—Take off tho out- 


or skin of small white onions; lot then, 
lie in salt and water for a week, chang- 
ing it daily: then put thorn inn jar,and 
pour over tnom boiling salt and water; 
cover thorn closely; drain oil' tho pickle 
when cold. 
1'nt the onions in wide 


mouthed bottles, and fill them up with 
strong vinegar, putting in a littlo sliced 
ginger; cork tho bottles, closely. 


SricKii GiiAi'iss.—To every pound of 


fruit allow onu half pound of sngar,ono 
pint of vinegar, two tablespoonsful of 
allspice. Cook pulp and skin separate- 
ly, skins until tnnder and pulp until 
soft, and seed by running through a 
colander. Put pulp and skins togoth-' 
or, add vinegar, sugar, and spices (tho 
latter in a bag), and cook until of right 
consistency. 


SriOKi) ONIONS.—Ono quart of good 


apple vinegar, two cups of sugar, one 
toaspoonfnl each of cloves, allspice and 
popper. 
Slice some nice onions and 


put them in a gallon jar with just a lit- 
tle salt, sprinkled over each layer of 
onions. Scald your vinegar with the 
spices and turn over tho onions while 
hot. 
Let it stand twenty-four hours, 


drain olT, scald and turn them over 
again. They will lie ready for tho ta- 
ble in three or four days, and are nice 
with all kinds of meat.

Here you intend to live, 1 say, and yet 
you have never taken the first step to- 
wards placing yourself in a position to 
be of use in your new home in tlie way 
voting to sustain good gnvernmcnt.and 
voting for such men and measures as 
may be of incalculable benefit to tho 
community in which you live. Why it 
appears to me, Mr. Chairman, that 
gratitude, even, should Impel us to ac- 
tion in the way I suggest.

At first the watch was about tho sizo 


of a dessert plate. It had weights, an< 
was used as a "pocket clock." The 
earliest known use of tho modern name 
occurs iu the record of lS"i2, which 
mentions that Edward VI. had "one 
:iirum" or watch of iron, the case be- 
ing likewise of iron gilt, with two plum- 
nets of load. 
The first watch may 


•oadily bo supposed to be a rudo exe- 
cution. Tho first great improvement— 
the substitution of springs for weights 
—was in 
IfjIjO. 
The earliest springs 


vere not coiled, but onlystraight pieces 
f steel. Karly watches hail only one 
land, and, being wound up twice a day, 
hey could not be expected to keep tho 
imo nearer than fifteen or twenty min- 
utes in twelve hours. The dials wore 


f silver and brass; the cases had no 
rystals, but opened at the back and 
rout, and were four or five inches in 
iamotcr. A plain watch cost more 


than $1900, and after ono was ordered, 
it took a year to make it.—[Jewelry 
News.
